The Municipal Hospital 


The Chronicle has been asked 
to define the reasons fcr op- 
position to the municipal hos- 
pital by-law. Here they are: 

(1) It is unnecessary. 
hospitals are easily available 
here, train service and every 
other essential being in evi- 
dence. 

(2) It is expensive beyond 
reason, The Municipal District 
of Harmony furnishes about 
one hospital patient fer each 
hospital day in the year ata 
cost of little over $1000.00 per 
year. Under the new system 
the same territory will 
$4000.00 per year. 

(3) lf payment to this hos- 
pital was not forced through 
taxation it. would be a dismal 
financial failure. Experience 
with local hospitals has proved 
this in very numerous instances. 

(4) It necessitates every sick 
person going to the hospital if 
any reasonable return for the 
money expended is to be real- 
ized. The average person pre- 
fers to be sick ut home in any 
ordinary sickness

(5) It must ultimately bea 
waste of money or all medical 
practitioners will live where 


the hospital is located. If the 
people patronize the hospital tu 
the extent they pay for the 
resident doctor at centres 
where there is no hospital will 
suffer and finally there will be 
no doctors except at hospital 
centres, 

(6) Seventy-five per cent of 
the ratepayers, in this vicinity, 
at least, are in no position to 
pay further taxes. The amount 
of taxes outstanding at Jan. 1st, 
is ample evidence of this. 


NOTES AND COMMENT. 


The number of patients 
treated at municipal hospitals 
is pointed to as evidence that 
such hospitals are a necessity 
and are popular with the peo- 
ple. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that under the mani- 
cipal system the ratepayer’s 
hospital bills are paid in ad- 
vance and the natural inclin- 
ation is to try to get some 
benefit from taxes paid. If a 
municipal hospital depended 
upon voluntary patients there 
would be no municipal hos- 
pitals, Local institutions of 
this kind have rarely been a 
success,

An average of approximately 
100,000 admissions a week was 
the record of Alberta theatres 
for 1925, according to the report 
of the Provincial Secretary in 
this respect. The total admis

The seed must be coated evenly 
witha film of dust.
